BIG NEWS FROM RAQI

December 2016 marked a big step for RAQI (Radio 
Amateur du Quebec inc.). Following decisions taken at the 
Annual General meeting held 13 June 2016 at Trois-Riviéres, 
RAQIT has become, as of Dec 2016, a federation of amateur 
radio clubs rather than an association of individual members. 


As of the end of November 2016, 32 amateur radio 
clubs representing 2232 members had already joined the 
RAQI federation and many of the remaining clubs will be 
joining soon. 


Joining together in a federation provides access to 
services that are difficult to provide to individuals, as well as 
giving us a stronger voice in local and provincial political 
policies. It will also facilitate communication and consultation 
in the other direction, between the province and radio 
amateuts. 


The RAQI federation is also more than that. Its 
main role is to offer services to clubs, and directly or 
indirectly to individual members of these clubs. Among these 
services ate, to name a few, the RTQ net of coordinated 
repeaters actoss Quebec, the coordination of repeater 
frequencies, the hosting of web pages for clubs, a members' 
section of the web site, a reduced price for callsign license 
plates, insurance for club events, outgoing QSL card services, 
and the option to download digital versions of the newsletter 
and the Repeater/Members directory. 


If your club is a member of RAQI, you have access 
to all of RAQI's services. To benefit from these services, 
please make sure you have an active account on the RAQI 


web site at http://www.raqi.ca. 


Once registered, you should have access to, among 
other items, the members’ section. If this is not the case, 
please contact the secretary of your club and make sure he 
has your callsign in the list of club members. If your callsign 
is not there, make sure s/he adds it. It's the club's 
responsibility to make sure that all their members are 
registered in the management section of the RAQI site that 
permits access by the club members to individual services. 


NoTICE TO MARC MEMBERS: 


You need to register before 28 Feb 2017 in order to 
have access to the members' section on 1 March. Those 
members without callsigns, please contact Jim VE2VE or 
Marc-Andre VE2EVN to get your ARC### with which to 
register. If you do not want any of these services, please 
contact Jim or Marc-Andre to opt out.
